“It is unfortunate that more of Sean O’Casey’s plays 
are not done in theaters today. The fault lies not in O’Casey, 
but in the commercial attitude present in so many ef our 


theatrical institutions today.” 


This was the feeling expressed on the back of the pro- 


gram of Red Roses for Me, which 
opened on campus last Friday 
evening: it could have stated 
further that not only is the com- 
mercial attitude of theater at 
fault, but the theater-goers them- 
selves. They are not educated in 
the way of drama for drama's 
sake, but in drama for entertain- 
ment's sake alone; this is all 
well and good, but it seems a 
portion of each would enrich the 
persons viewing plays te a con- 
siderable degree. 

Indeed, it is a shame more of 
this writer's works are not pro- 
duced, for in this age of passivity 
to ones beliefs, his fresh and 
sometimes brutally frank com- 
ments would jar people into ex- 
amining some of their inherited 
beliefs 

Although definitely not a play 
one would go to for relaxation, 
Sacramento State College's pro- 
duction of Red Roses, under the 
sensitive direction of Dr. Gerard 


Larson, and assisted by William 
Bertram, proved to be a most 
successful venture. The fast 
changes of mood were captured 
to their fullest extent, and the 
warmth of the Irish people 
flooded over the footlights. 


For his fine portrayal of Aya- 
monn, a red rose to Fred What- 
ley. His characterization of a 
man with ideals that are eventu- 
atly crushed by society was a 
sincere one. His love scenes w th 
his sweetheart were exceptionaily 
believable, and one marvelled at 
his ability to be convincing de- 
spite his youth.

Rules for Raft 
Race in May 


Inter-fraternity Councit Tues- 
day approved the revised edition 
of rules and regulations for the 
May 29, Raft Race 

Gary Ogg, Raft Race chairmaa, 
said today that all fraternities 
must adhere to the inter-fra- 
ternity rules and regulations or 
be disqualified from the race. 

Entries shall consist of one 
regulation life raft approved by 
the Raft Race Committee, pre- 
vious to the race. Ogg said, the 
team entires shall consist of 
seven men active from each fra- 
ternity. These seven men shall 
comprise the crew of the rai't 
during the entire race 

A list of team members must 
be submitted to the conwnittee 
immediately previous to the race. 

The means of propulsion shald 
he by seven reguiation paddies 
only. These paddies shall be sup- 
plied or approved by the com- 
mittee. 

Leaving the raft by team mem- 
bers is prohibited except when 
necessary to disentangle the raft 
fram impediments. No team strait 
intentionally impede the progress 
of euother raft. 

All rafts shall be equipped 
with a 30 foot length of line and 
a regulation life preserver for 
each member of the team.

The finish point of the races 
shall be a predetermined point at

When possible, Ogg added, 
each raft will be supplied with a 
spare paddle.

Editor, The Hornet: 


Mr. Lipman in replying to my 
letter said, “When human beings 
are fighting for their existence, 
their methods are not going to 
be dainty nor mild, nor calculated 
not to hurt or offend.” 

Mr. Lipman has, undoubtedly, 
stated an empirical truth. I was 
proposing that some of these 
tactics should be abolished just 
because they do hurt and offend 
those against whom they are used 
and obtain nothing for their user. 

Merely because something hap- 
pens to be the practice does not 
mean that it should continue in 
that fashion. The existence of 
something does not imply its 
worth, Cancer and murder wiil 
serve as good examples of this. 
Because something is, does not 
mean it ought to be 

Mr. Lipman may be adopting 
another reason for his view. He 
may feel that anything that might 
be dangerous to society as a 
whole should be destroyed. He 
may be going further and claim- 
ing that only the needs of the 
society as a whole are relevent 
and any individual need is not 
worthy of consideration 

This is the organic state argu- 
ment. I do not know whether this 
is Mr. Lipman’s feeling, but the 
general tone of the letter was 
sympathetic to this view. If this 
is Mr. Lipman’s view, then he has 
raised a very interesting question, 
This is a question in political phil- 
osophy. It is in this area that [ 
feel admonitions about criticisms 
should be most carefully fol- 
lowed. 

I would not even begin to go 
into the complex issues involved 
in any discussion on political phil- 
osophy. One of the major reasons 
that the world is in such a tur- 
moil is that problems that were 
discussed by Plato and Aristotle 
are still unresolved 

This is summed up fairly well 
by a conversation two men had 
after having seen and heard a 
group of jet fighters going over- 
head. One remarked to the other 
that if men had advanced as far 
in understanding one another as 
they had in understanding jet 
fighters the world would be bet- 
ter. The other replied, ‘There 
would be no jet fighters if we had 
done so.” 

Some people feel that they can 
answer the questions about the 
nature of the state and goodness, 
etc. These people are humanist. 
It is mainly to these people that 
I address this letter. I ask these 
people to state their answers and 
reasons for these answers. I in- 
vite any humanist to reply.

Interestingly Incongruous 


Budgetary action by the California State Legislature 
has established state college parking fees to take effect at 
the beginning of the 1959-60 academic year. 

The fees are divided into two categories, the hunting 
license for $2 a month which allows a person to park his 
car if he can find a space and a reserved space for $5 a 
month, These fees apply to the faculty as well as the stu- 
dents. / 

There are several incongruous factors about this action 
including: 

1) The money collected from the fees will go primarily 
for the construction of multi-level parking facilities for San 
Francisco State College and Los Angeles State College. In 
effect this means that ten colleges are paying the parking 
costs for two colleges. As in the case of SSC, most of the 
colleges have ample space available for parking expansion. 

2) For the nine month academic year, fees at $5 would 
amount to more than the present tuition fee of $22 per 
semester at the state colleges. This is interesting because 
California claims a free college education policy. 

It is notable that without exception the state colleges 
are street car or transportation colleges and students and 
faculty must drive cars to campus. This means parking is 
not optional, but is in fact a necessary college facility. 

3) Faculty members of all of the state colleges have 
been attempting to get a salary increase for several years. 

At the same time that the legislature is considering 
a 1214 per cent increase in faculty salaries, they are de- 
manding the payment of parking fees. 

This whole thing adds up to an interesting and perplex- 
ing situation which doesn't lend itself to logical and rational 
consistency. 


Publicity Lacking 


In some respects, last week’s ASSSC election resembled 
one patterned after the democratic model. 

Primarily, this was because students had the oppor- 
tunity for the first time in the history of Sacramento State 
College to evaluate candidates on the basis of their plat- 
forms and ideas rather than on just their smiles. This is 
not to say that everything presented in the campaigns was 
rational and meaningful, but rather that it was presented 
in this general fashion. 

Unfortunately however, publicity of the fact of the 
election was seriously lacking on the campus. As a result 
there were numercus comments and complaints this week 
by students to the effect that they didn’t even realize that 
an election was in progress, that they could hear and ques- 
tion the candidates at the election forums and that voting 
was taking place Friday. 

The responsibility for this lack of campus publicity 
rests squarely on the shoulders of Dick Griffin, coordinator 
of elections, and the elections board. The sole responsibility 
of the coordinator of elections evolves around the annual 
spring semester ASSSC general and special elections. It 
would seem that this function could be carried out adequate- 
ly since it is a once a year affair. 

The publicity amounted to only one banner announcing 
the election forums which were held in the student lounge. 
Since the traditional publicity campaigns by the candidates 
were outlawed, there should have been numerous posters 
and banners announcing not only the forums but the elec- 
tion itself. 

On Friday there was only one poll to serve the entire 
campus and there were no signs announcing the vote. 

This inept operation of the campaign is inexcusable and 
probably caused the unusually small voting turn out.
